In exercise of the powers conferred by section 84 of the Kerala 
Court Fees and Suits Valuation Act 1959 (Act 10 of 1960) the Board 
of Revenue with the previous sanction of the Government and with the 
concurrence of the Chief Justice, High Court of Kerala , makes the 
following amendments to Rules 12 and 14 of the Kerala Court Fees 
and Suits Valuation (Board of Revenue) Rules, 1960 . 

AMENDMENTS 
In the said Rules: 
(1). In rulo 12, 

(a ) in the opening sentenre, for the words damaged or 
spoiled" , the words " damaged , spoiled or used " shall be substituteu . 

(b ) after clause ( ), the following shall be added as clause (s ). 
namely : 

" (g) When stamps have been purchased with a bonafide 
intention to use them and they have not been spoiled or rendered unfit 
or useless for the purpose intended , but there is no immediate use for 
them " . 

(2 ) In rule 14 , 

(a ) in the opening sentence, for the words " thc Collector may 
give in lieu of the damaged or spoiled stamps" the words " the 
Collector or other officer may give in licu of the damaged , spoiled or 
used stamps" shall be substituted . 

(b) in clause (b), for the words " the Collector deerns fit ”, the 
words " the Collector or other officer deems fit , shall be subtituted. 

(c) after the Proviso, the following shall be added, namely : 

" Provided further that in the case of stampswhich have not been 
spoiled or rendered unfit or useless for the purpose intended , but for 
which the applicant has no immediate use, on delivering up the same to 
be cancelled the Collector or other officer shall make the refund only if 
he is satisfied . 

(a) that such a stamp or stamps were purchased by such person 
with a bonafide intention to use them ; 

(b ) that he has paid the full price thereof: and 

(c) that they were so purchased within a period of six months 
next preceding the date on which they were to delivered . 

Provided , also , that, where the person is a licensed vendor of 
stamps, the Collector or other officer may , if he thinks make the 
repayment of the sum actually paid by the vendor without any such 
deduction as aforesaid " .
